FOUR KILLED AND OTHERS INJURED 



The Fireniau's Body Was Buruod tc 
a Crisp in His Engine Before lies- 
tiisn Oosld AeaA Hlia* 



The Act of Heroism of Badly Injured 
Brakeman Qeorge H. Oraham Pre- 
vented Another and Perhaps 
Mere Serieua Wreck. 

Columbus, Ind., Dec. 3.— While run- 
ning 50 miles an hour, northbound 
passenger train No. 27, on the Penn- 
sylvania road, Friday night ran Into 
a eoaairnetlon train about two miles 
north of tbla city, instantly kilUng 
four men, fatally injuring at least 
one other and inflicting slight lajwloe 
upon a score of passengers. 

The dead: Samuel Crow, Jetfcrson- 
vilie, passenger engineer; Herqian 0. 
Jones, Columbus, brakeman; ll W. 
Achenbach, Indianapolis, fireman, cre- 
mated; Calvin Prather, Sellersburg, 
fireman. 

The passenger coaches did not leave 
the track and none of the passengers 
waa badly injured. Fireman. Aeben-' 
bachii body waa burned to a ertap la 
his engine before the rescuers could 
I each him. M. I. Kain, of Jefferson- 
ville, engineer of the construction 
train, escaped with a broken leg. 

The construction train was entering 
a siding south of Cornbrook and all of 
the train except the engine and one 
car were clear. As soon as news of 
the wreck reached this city a relief 
train with physicians was hurried to 
the scene. The bodies of the dead 
Bien were broaglft to Columbus as 
soon aa Hm wels fwaoved from the 
wreck. 

Responsibility Not Placed.

An act of heroism that came to no- 
tice was performed by Ctoorge H. Gra 
bam, of New Albany, brakeman of the 
passenger train. Aa aooa aa he recov- 
ered frohi the shock of the eolUalon 
he realised tbat unless a flagman was 
sent ahead there was danger of anoth- 
er and perhap.s even more serious 
wreck, as the , south-bound passenger 
train waa due to anrlTo la a fafjr few 
minutes. 

Though bruised and bfeedlng, he 

took a lantern and limped up the track 
to a safe distance, tfrhere he waited for 
the train and flagged it. He then col- 
lapsed and was brought to the bospi- 
tal in this city, where he la receiving 
treatment. He will recover.

There la Plenty of Work To Do, Aa 
tiie Calendare of Beth Heuoea 
Ara Loaded With Bille 
of All KInda. * 

Washington, Dec. 3. — On the stroke 
of 12, Monday, the second session of 
the 58th congress will be called to or- 
der by President Pro Tem Frye in the 
senate and by Speaker Cannon In the 
house. When the gavels of the pre- 
siding oflloera anmmoa the oehators 
and representatives to duty nearly ev- 
ery member will be In his seat, but 
only routine business will be trans- 
acted. The regular resolutions of no- 
tification will be paoaed, committeea 
to Inform the prMldwt will be ap- 
pointed and adjournment will follow 

out of respect for the deceased mem- 
bers. The president's message gener 
ally Is received and read the first day. 
but the senate la punctilious in cer- 
tain mattera and la almost aure to ad- 
journ as a tribute of respect to the 
late Senator Hoar and the late Sena- 
tor Quay. The message, therefore, 
probably will not be read until Tues- 
day. 

Regular Business of the Session. . 

After the opening day. when the\ 
message of the president is rend, the 
regular business of the session will be- 
gin and the legislative wheels will 
grind steadily unUl March 4, 1808. 
There Is plenty to do. The ealendaro 
of both houses are loaded with bills 
of all kinds; hundreds of new bills 
will be introduced and committees are 
ready to report enough to keep con- 
gress b^ for It mdnths, but in the 
three months congress probably will 
do little more than pass the regular 
annual appropriation bills There has 
been some talk of a possible extra ses- 
sion. 

The only reaaon why such a aeaaion 
ahoald be called ie booaooe there !■ a 

demand In certain quarters for a re- 

vision of the tariff, but many of the 

Incoming congressni»'n durinn the past 
two weeks have made it plain that 
they do not want tariff revision and 
further that they do not want an extra 
session. 

Tariff Revision Talk. 
There is one feature of ihf tariff re- 
vision talk that lias some substance. 
More revenue must be had or there 
muat be a curtailment of ezpendlturea. 
With the Increasing annual appropria- 
tions, a river and harbor bill. Increase 
of the navy, the Panama I'anal ami 
other featurea of extraordinary dis- 
bursement, there will be need of more 
money than preaent customs and in- 
ternal revenues provide. An intima- 
tion has been made that curtailment 
will satisfy many congressional lead- 
ers, but the majority may (l»'t«'rniine 
otherwise, In which event some reve- 
nue leglslatton may be neeeoaary.aad 
an extra seesion for that pnrpoae may 
be called. But this is said to he a re- 
mote contingency and the probabili- 
ties, according to the lenders who aro 
hen', are that there will he neither 
tariff legisl.-ition hdi- an extra session.

He favored the law in this 
09iutry aimilitr to the Eogliih "mer- 
ehaott' marMnc aefr," which' reqaires 
that all coiiiiiindities be eo marked that 
the purchaser may know exactly what 
hal^tatHsf. 

Dr. Wiley caid he had 00 objection to 
an American citizen eating or drinking 
whatever he desired, provided he knew 
what be waa doing; but be objected to 
fraud and deception. He pointed out 
that the great Viulk of foods were now oL- 
tained from oataida manufacturers in- 
■tead of being made by housewives, as 
wae doiu- tifiv years ago. and that tliin 
very fact called for closer scrutiny of 
what came to the table. 

"Tlie adulteration of food and drugs," 
be said, "had done more to sap the moral 
Ufa of thia oooatry than tha mm trade 

fliought of doing. Do you wonder 
in a couutry in which a young man is 
reared where the people countenance 
the adulteration of foods and the fraud 
of selling these goods, where be learns 
that any method of making money is not 
ffOWlMd apORi th«t in after life he be- 
eomea a dataaltar tn a big banking insti- 
tution ? His education unconsciouBly 
haa been along tboae lioea. Ua wants 
to make mooay aad hia ■•tlMAi»ittl6 
different from that ot UtodlakOMfl Mn- 
ufacturer."

The extra charge is made for the 
purpoaa of aeoomalating a fund anffloient 
to pay the license tax imposed on ex- 
press companies by the city of Sbelby- 
ville. The merohanta contend that they 
should not be compelled to pay the taxes 
of express companies, and the suit will 
be fongbl to a finish.
